Action of the medical society was 
precipitated, it was learned, when the 
Grady hospital board of trustees mod- 
ified compromise rules previously ap- 
proved by the society and thereby, it 
was said, “corrected some of the ills 
at Steiner.” 

‘Grady Board Silent. 

Members of the Grady board de- 
clined to comment on the matter and 
Samuel C. Dobbs, chairman, could not 
be reached for a statement. 

Reports were that for many months 
an effort has been made among rep- 
resentatives of the medical society 
and Steiner officials to effect an ac- 
ceptable compromise in the operation 
of Steiner.

POLLUTION CHARGED 
IN SUIT FOR $10,000 


Pollution of Peachtree creek 
through disposal of city sewage 
was made the basis for a damage 
suit of 10,000 filed in Fulton 
superior court Monday against the 
city of Atlanta by Cannon Young, 
of 182 Fairhaven Circle. 

Young charges that pollution of 
the stream has caused decrease in 
the value of his prone’? which 
adjoins Peachtree creek, is a breed- 
ing place for mosquitoes and is a 
health menace. More than a doz- 
en similar suits are pending 
against the city. The latest was 
filed by Ben C. Williford, attor- 
ney for Young. 


Atlanta city council this afternoon 
will ask the federal government to 
make $12,786,000 available at once 
to modernize the sewer system of 
‘metropolitan Atlanta and thus elimi- 
nate a health menace and a condition 
which is impeding the growth of the 
area. 

Mayor James L. Key Monday called 
the session for 3 o'clock this after- 
noon, and at the same time dispatch- 
ed one of his strongest communica- 
tions to council, calling for immediate 
action. He plans to ask the counties 
of Fulton and DeKalb and other mu- 
nicipalities of the section to partici- 
pate in the request, making a joint 
petition for relief. 

The mayor reiterated his belief that 
the sewer program should be given 
preference and he asked council to 
limit its petition to the sewer sys- 
tem only. 

As soon as Atlanta’s petition is 
passed and formally signed, it will 
be forwarded to Governor Richard B. 
Russell Jr. for transmission to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
administrator of the $2,122,000,000 
relief fund made available by the last 
congress. | 

Governor Russell has agreed to for- 
ward the request as submitted. The 


state board of health has branded the 
present sewer condition as dangerous 
to health and a discomfort to citi- 
zens. 

In his message to council, Mayor 
Key points out that the need is im- 
perative, that it will furnish work 
for hundreds of persons and will give

SECTIONAL AIDES 
URGE ROOSEVELT 
TOSTUMP NATION 


Ali Parts \of Country 
Waiting To Hear Nomi- 
nee, Lieutenants - Claim 
inAsking Extensive Tour

NEW YORK, July 25.—(#)—An in- 
tensive stumping tour into even the 
most remote corners of the nation ‘s 
being urged on Governor Roosevelt. 

State leaders from coast to ast 
have flooded democratic headquarters 
with demands the party’s standard 
bearer visit their particular sections. 

These are the men on whose shoul- 
ders the party chieftains have placed 
full responsibility for the campaign. 
All contend the New York governor 
could win more votes by a long list 
of personal appearances than in any 
other way. 

Leaders in some states listed as 
doubtful have said the whole outcome 
of the ballot-drive might hinge on 
whether or not Roosevelt came into 
their sections to speak. 

No Itinerary. 

No campaign itinerary for the pres- 
idential nominee has been announced 
yet. The first address scheduled so 
far will be at a New Jersey rally on 
August 27. It has been understood 
the governor would open his personal 
campaign on that occasion, but now 
an earlier speaking date is under con- 
sideration. 

Ohio democrats have sent word they 
are anxious to have Roosevelt address 
their state convention at Columbus. 
While no date has been set for the 
meeting, word received at headquar- 
ters is that it may be held as early as 
August 18. 

There is precedent for the accept- 
ance of the invitation. At least one 
other democtatic presidential nominee 
has begun his stumping tour at such 
a gathering in Ohio. 

Furthermore, the democratic lead- 
ers list Ohio as one of the doubtful 
states. In seven of the last nine pres- 
idential elections Ohio’s electoral rote 
has gone to the republicans. 

If Roosevelt were to open his cam- 
paign there on August 18, it would 
give him about 11 weeks in which to 
make his appeal to the country.

PARIS, July 25. —(UP)—Pale and 
slovenly after two months in prison, 
Paul Gorgouloff, assassin of President 
Paul Doumer, swayed back and forth 
in the prisoners’. box in assizes court 
today as he voiced an impassioned 
plea to the French people: 

“Kill me! Kill me! "But let my 
ideal live!” 

The tall, sharp-eyed Russian, who 
faces the guillotine if convicted, brok- 
enly told the court that he was not 
afraid to die but that he would fight 
to the end te. protect his reputation 
from international political machina- 
tions.

STOP PICKETING 


Nine Leaders of Bonus 
Seekers Are Jailed Fol- 
lowing Half-Hour Tus- 
sel With Bluecoats.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—(/)— 
Another attempt to picket the White 
House by thembers of the radical wing 
of the bonus army was broken up to- 
day’ with police clubs after’ a half 
hour’s sporadic fishting along Wash- 
ington’s’ busiest thoroughfares. 

At the end of the melee, witnessed 
by thousands of -government workers 
who were out for lunch, nine of the 
hundred-odd' men ~who~ marched forth 
to parade were in jail. The others were 
scattered and leaderless, 

Among those hauled away in patrol 
wagons were John Pace, of Detroit, 
leader of the left wingers, and his 
first lieutenant, Walter Kiker, of 
Washington, D. C. Kiker was: chased 
up a tree near Pennsylvania avenue 
and came down dilly “whem the bite; 
coats eres to shake him. ont. 


Both were “chatted with inciting a 
riot. They were out of jail on bond 
for a previous attempt to picket the | 
executive mansion.

Contending that the Farmers’ Na- 
tional did the bulk of its trade with 
its subsidiary, the Grain Stabilization 
Corporation, the board of trade denied 
the Farmers’ National a membership 
in the clearing house association. The 
Updike Grain Company, through own- 
ership of which farmers exercised floor 
trading privileges, was also suspended 
from the clearing house. 

When the directors meet tomorrow. 
it is understood, this allegation will 
be drafted in the appeal. 

George Milnor, general manager of 
the Farmers’ National. charged to- 
day that the board of. trade clearly 
discriminated against the government- 
sponsored ,co-operative in denying it 
trading privileges, for such privileges 
were aceorded by other grain ex- 
changes of the nation and “the hoard.” 
said Milnor, “assumes that everybody 
is out of step but it.”

HOOVER AIDES CRITICIZE 


STATEMENT OF CAREY 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—(/)— 
Reassurance to business and a sharp 
retort to public statements by .the 
president of the Chicago board of 
trade were combined in a formal state- 
ment today. by the federal officials 
who ordered the grain market's 60- 
day suspension. 

“The officers of the board of trade 
and their lawyers know quite well 
that in the end the operations of the 
board need not be suspended,” said 
the three cabinet officers who form 
the commission created by the grain 
futures act. :

As this statement was issued, Peter 
Carey, the board president, was telling 
traders in the wheat pit “no cause for 
alarm” existed.

Governor Also Says Fail- 
ure To Call. Extra Ses- 
sion Was Justified. 


— | 


MARIETTA, Ga. July 25.— 
Speaking here today at a recess of 
Cobb county court, Governor Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr. defended his spon- 
sorship of the 6-cent gasoline tax 
and his failure to call an extra ses- 
sion of the general assembly in 1031 
to enact a-cotton control law. He 
again attacked Congressman Crisp for 
the 3-cent electric energy tax, quot- 
ing an imaginary conversation be- 
tween the acting chairman of the 
ways and means committee, and Pres- 
ten S. Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Power Company. — 

“I did support,” he said, “the 6- 
eent gasoline tax and I am proud of 
it. It was passed by the legislature 
of 1927 and had a four-fold purpose. 

“In the first place, it killed a pro- 
posed bond issue of $100,000 that 
many of the present supporters of 
Mr. Crisp were endeavoring to saddle 
upon the people of Georgia. 

“In the second place, the 6-cent gas 
tax helped the rural school children 
of Georgia by allotting to the state 
equalization fund of the educational 
department the sum of $2,500,000 an- 
nually. 

Money Given Counties. 

“In the third place the 6-cent tax 
on gasoline gave the various .coun- 
ties of the state two and a half mil- 
lions of dollars per year. This mon- 
ey has been a godsend to many of 
the poorer counties and has enabled 
all of them to get along without a 
higher county tax rate in these times 
of depression. 

“In the fourth place the state gaso- 
line tax enabled Georgia to begin a 
system of state highways that are paid 
for and is speeding the day when the 
counties that have advanced money 
for road building can be repaid. 

“Mr. Crisp has criticized me _ bhe- 
cause I refused to call an extra ses- 
sion of the Georgia legislature to en- 
act laws to reduce the cotton acre- 
age,” Governor Russell said. “He 
claims to have written me a letter 
on that subject. Perhaps he did. 1! 
received hundreds of letters on both 
sides of that. particular proposition.”’ 

“Sentiment on the advisability of a 
cotton session was divided, even 
among the farmers themselves. I 
doubted the constitutionality or ef- 
fectiveness of a cotton ban law. An 
extra session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture would have cost the taxpayers 
of this state two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. Some states did 
have extra sessions, and what was 
the result? The supreme courts in 
every state that passed a cotton ban 
law held it to be unconstitutional. 
So all the cotton farmers got. out of 
these extra sessions was increased ex- 
penditure of their tax money. 

“Georgia could have controlled only 

per cent of the coton crop in the 
south, The national congress, of 
which Mr. Crisp claims to be a pow- 
erful and influential member, could 
have passed a Inw forbidding any 
farmer anywhere to plant a_ single 
stalk of cotton. If Mr. Crisp is so 
much in favor of reducing the cotton 
acreage, why didn’t he raise his voice 
where he could be heard and advocate 
a federal ban on'cotton production, 

- “Imagines” Conversation. 

Mr. Crisp didn’t have to open his 
mouth when the senate placed in the 
house tax bill a provision for a ‘tax of 
3 per cent upon electric light and 
power, to be paid by the producing 
companies, But I think I ean imagine

ACTIVITIES OF WILHELM 
DISTURBING TO HOLLAND 

LONDON, July 25.—(UP)—The 
recent activities of German monarch- 
ists, some of them working for the 
return of exiled Kaiser Wilhelm, was 
reported disturbing European govern- 
ments tonight as a result of the 
strengthening of the new junkers re- 
gime in Germany. 

Following on the declarations -of 
Prince August Wilhelm, fourth son 
of the kaiser, who said his father 
would soon be home again and_ that 
the “third reich” is in sight, the Daily 
Mail correspondent at The Hague re- 
ported that Dutch officials were much 
concerned with activities of Wilhelm. 

The ex-kaiser has been visited at 
Doorn by his sons and various per- 
sons believed to favor the monarchical 
movement in Germany. A labor mem- 
her of the Dutch parliament addressed 
three questions to the home and..for- 
eign ministers, asking if the govern- 
ment were aware of rumors regarding 
political aetion for restoration of. the 
German monarchy and whether prepa- 
rationc had heen made at Doorn or 
elsewhere in Holland for the possible 
return of the kaiser to Germany.

Literally billions of dollars in federa) 
cash. or credit were dumped into the 
hands of the executive branch of the 
government by the recent congress in- 
directly to aid individual sufferers and 
turn the tide of business upward. 

The rapid-fire fashion in, which con- 
gress turned out one relief law after 
another left millions of Americans 
confused as to how far the govern- 
ment was going in the use of its vast 
resources to save them from economic 
disaster. 

From the time it gathered last De- 
cember uatil it adjourned 10 days ago, 
the legislature devoted most of its time 
to the existing emergency. 

The spearhead of its attack was 
the statute creating the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation with a capitalization 
of $500,000.000 and borrowing power 
of $1,500,000,000° to lend to financia! 
institutions and railroads. 

_Almost the last bill passed and 
signed was to give this financial giant 
power to borrow an additional $1,800,- 
000,000. for unemployed relief loans to 
the states and. for construction loans 
to speed up employment. ~ 

This same law carried appropria- 


tions of $322,000,000 for a public 
works program ‘to give more jobs to 
the idle. 

One of the biggest of the many jobs 
facing the executive branch as a result 
of the new batch of laws is the or- 
ganization of a system of home loan 
discount banks, authorized by con- 
gress in its final hours. 

Sponsors of this legislation claim it 
will create millions of new credit for 
home owners whose mortgages are due 
and for new home construction.

mer school. Many of these univer- 
sity teachers have their doctor’s de- 
gree and are outstanding educators in 
their respective fields. They repre- 
sent some of the best schools in this 
country and some of them have trav- 
eled extensively. we 

e happ¥ relationship between this 
summer school and the University of 
Georgia forms a chapter of race re- 
lations of educational significance 
which should greatly increase the em- 
phasis of negro education in the state. 

The summer school at Forsyth, di- 
rected by H. W. Hubbard, sustains a 
similar working relationship with Bes- 
sie Tift College. The teacher of re- 
ligious education and’ social sciences 
at Bessie Tift teaches classes at‘ the 
summer school at Forsyth.

port is the challenge being hurled 
today at every motor freight line 
operating in America.” 

If the national journal of this in- 


dustry feels this way about it, what 


better evidence than its testimony 
is required to convince cur law- 
makers that something must be 
done to remedy this ever-increasing 
menace? 

Deploring the flagrant violation 


of safety rules and precautions by 


many trucking companies, this of- 


g ficial spokesman of the motorized 


transportation industry says: 
Hardly a day goes by but some dis- 

astrous truck or trailer accident is not 

head-lined in the news columns of our 


_metropolitan dailies.

Such crashes are becoming so seri- 
ous and so frequent in occurrence that 
companies are turning 
thumbs down on insurance coverage 
for many motor freight lines. The 
losses are appalling. 

Faulty equipment, careless and 
reckless driving, violation of safety 
rules, state, city and county regula- 
tions, reckless disregard of the riguis 
of passing traffic, all take their toll 
in waste that reflects most critically 
on the truck and trailer industry. 

Faulty equipment or _ defective 
brakes must be kept off the road. 
Drivers of heavy units must be dra-

COTTON EXPORTS INCREASE. 

During the past 10 months Amer- 
ican cotton has made far-reaching 
strides towards regaining some of 
the ground it has lost in foreign 
markets to staple grown in India. 

The total exports from this coun- 
try for this period show an increase 
of 1,653,000 bales over last season, 
while exports from India for the 


of more than 1,500,000. 

Since last September the United 
Kingdom received an increase of 
187,000, Italy 150,000 and Japan 
1,036,000. During the same pe- 
riod Japan was buying only 45 per 
cent as much cotton from India as 
last year, China 55 per cent and 
the various European countries only 
37 per cent. 

While there have been a number 
of contributing causes for the sud- 
den rout in the attack of Indian 
staple, 
which has witnessed a steadily de- 
creasing use of cotton from this 
country during recent years, un- 
questionably the chief reasons lie in 
the improvement which has taken 
place in the American staple and 
the more aggressive competition of 
our exporters. 

Neither India nor Russia can raise 
as fine a quality as can be produced 
in the southern states, but during 
the period from 1915 to 1930, when 
the average quality of American cot- 
ton became steadily poorer, the in- 
ferior foreign cotton was able to 
make huge inroads into the Euro- 
pean and far eastern markets. 

Representatives in those sections 
of American cotton firms soon 
awoke to the seriousness of the 
Situation and issued the warning 
that unless our farmers improved 
the quality of their staple they 
might as well make up their mind 
to the eventual loss of all foreign 
markets. : 

The United States government 
and the various state governments, 
co-operating with the cotton bro- 
kers, have, through their various 
field agents, conducted campaigns 
during the past few years that have 
resulted in a marked increase in the 
planting of long staple, single va- 
riety cotton.

COWS VERSUS DEBTS. 

None of the farmers in the coun- 
ties of Hall and Floyd in Georgia and 
Rowan, Alamance and Canarrus, in 
North Carolina, ‘who regularly sell 
dairy and poultry products are listed 
among the borrowers from the fed- 
eral feed and loan funds, according 
to information secfred by Roland 
Turner, general agricultural agent of 
the Southern Railway system. 

Furthermore, says Mr. Turner, the 
same thing holds true generally 
throughout the south among the 
farmers who keep their barnyards 


Pointing out the wisdom’ of a bal- 
anced farm program, this agricul- 
tural expert adds: 


There has been no partiality in the 
administration of the federal funds 
and the fact that farmers following 
the mixed production program have 
not had to borrow federal funds pro- 
claims eloquently and persuasively the 
wisdom of our advocacy of dairying 
and poultry raising, along with general 
farming, to give a definite weekly cash 
income throughout the year. 

That the burden of debt may be 
avoided entirely, in so far as current 
expenses of the farm are concerned, 
simply through the keeping of a few 
cows, a flock of good hens and a few 
brood sows is proven. These phases of 
farm production need not interfere in 
any way with the production of staple 
money crops, such as cotion or to- 
bacco. : 

Cattle and other livestock growers 
from other sections of the country, 
who have come to Georgia, are a 
unit in declaring that this state 
offers unrivaled opportunity in the 
production of méat, milk, butter and 
eggs. 

Georgia’s mild climate makes out: 
door grazing possible practically the 
year around and feed bills are far 
less than those in colder sections. 
Less care of the animals is required 
and no heavy investment in build- 


north and west, need be made in 
the south. 

With thousands of carloads of 
meat being shipped into Georgia 
each year the local markets would 
care for many times the amount now 
being produced in the state. 

There has been & noticeable in- 
crease in cattle raising in Georgia 
during the past few years, but the 
State is still overlooking a golden 
opportunity in not raising at least 
enough beef, poultry and other 
meats to supply its own needs.

THE TREATMENT OF 

! TRIFACIAL NEURALGIA 

Many face aches are diagnosed as 
“neuralgia” when in fact they are nof 
of that nature. To take treatment 
which purports to relieve - neuralgiu 
when the trouble is actually: an im- 
pacted third molar, (wisdom tooth) or 
sinusitis, is not a satisfactory course 
to pursue. 

The trifacial (trigeminal) nerve is 
the fifth cranial nerve, sending 
branches to the lower jaw, the upper 
jaw and the brow. The pain of neu- 
ralgia is most frequently felt in the 
branch that goes to the brow, though 
in some cases it is in the lower 
branches. : 

One of the most distressing and in- 
tractable facial neuralgias is the type 
which follows one or more outbreaks | 
of herpes (‘“‘cold” sores) on the face 
or over the orbi No treatment as 
yet developed ha® given any marked 
relief in these cases, The neuralgia 
has to run its course of many weeks 
or months, then gradually subside. 
Neither alcohel injections in the nerve, 
nor dividing the nerve brings relief in 
these cases; We can only endeavor to 
relieve or mitigate the pain for the 
sufferer. 

The douloureux (pain spasm) is the 


fortunately it is rare. 
pain oceur only in the daytime, as a 
rule, and the patient manages to get 
fair rest nights. “Im ordinary trifacial 
neura the pain is usually worse by 
night. 

While persons who have or say they 
have other forms of neuralgi¢ pain 
not infrequently crave sedative drugs 
and sometimes become drug addicts 
it is a peculiar characteristic 6f gen- 
vine trifacial neuralgia that the vie- 
tim rarely or never becomes an addict, 
even if drugs are given for the relief 
of the suffering. Another notable 
characteristic of true trigeminal neu- 
ralgia is that although the suffering 
in some cases quite wrecks the vic- 
tim’s health and makes life miserable, 
threats or attempts at suicide are un- 
known. be 

Authorities admit they do not know 
the cause of trifacial neuralgia. There

Alcohol injections in the branch or 
root of the nerve have given relief for 
prolonged period, but this method of 
treatment generally has to be repeat- 
ed from time to time, and after a few 
such injections patients are reluctant 
to go on with it. 

Surgical excision of a portion of 
the sensory root of the portion in 
the distribution of which the pain is 
felt, has proved the most satisfactory 
treatment in intractable trifacial neu- 
ralgia. This operation is not too dif- 
ficult or delicate for the expert in 
such work, and it is a minor opera- 
tion so far as the hazard to the pa- 
tient is concerned, so that there is no 
reason why any sufferer up to the 
age of 80 years should not be priv- 
iliged to secure relief by operation 
when ordinary ‘methods fail.

FULOGIZED BY WRIGHT 


Deaths of Edwards, Ruther- 
ford Deplored by New- 


nan Solon. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Two de- 


ceased members of the Georgia dele- 
gation in the house—Charles Gordon 
Edwards, of Savannah, and Samuei 
Rutherford, of Forsyth—are eulogized 
in the latest appendix edition of.the 


Congressional Record, by the veteran 
legislator, William Carter Wright,-of 
‘Newnan, Ga. ‘ 

Judge Wright. refers to both Geor- 
gians as inteHigent and energetic 
workers. 

Quoting from a memorial of the bar 
of Chatham county, Representative 
Wright said ‘Mr. Edwards always 
“lived a sacrificial life and gave no 
thought of himself in his great un- 
dertaking for the upbuilding and bet- 
terment of the district which he served 
and the people whose good opinion he 
cherished.” 

Tribute to Rutherford. 

And of “Sam” Rutherford, he said: 
“Tt would. do violence to my tender- 
est emotions and sentiments and the 
best instincts of my nature if I should 
allow this opportunity to pass with- 
out paying a tribute to my departed 
friend, Hon. Samuel Rutherford, who 
so ably and acceptably represented the 
sixth eongressional district of Geor- 
gia from the time of his election 
to the 69th congress to the date of his 
untimely passing.” 

Referring to the late Representa- 
tive Edwards’ tragic death, Judge 
Wright recalled that on July 13, 1931, 
while in conference with Representa- 
tive Ramspeck and Mr.’ Edwards in 
Atlanta, the latter “was suddenly 
stricken and passed away peacefully 
in my arms.” 

“As a legislator,” said Mr. Wright, 
“Edwards was alert, yet conservative, 
and his appraisal and judgment on‘ 
legislation was invariably sound. He 
never tired in the service of his con- 
stituents, and in Jooking after their 
every want, whether great or small.” 


Lame Duck Measure. 


He pointed out that one of the 
greatest achievements of Representa- 
tive Rutherford was the sudcessful 
engineering of the passage of a joint 
resolution proposing an amendment to 
the constitution which fixed the com- 
mencement of the terms of president 


-and vice president and members of 


congress, and the time of the assem- 
bling of congress. In the senate, this 


‘Yesolution was known as the Norris 


lame duck amendment, but its final 
passage in the house was due largely 
to the persistence and untiring energy 
of Mr. Rutherford. 

Perha there is no one in con- 
gress who is more entitled to esti- 
mate the congressional life and serv~ 
ice of his fellow representatives than 
is Judge Wright. is has been a long 
and useful career in Washington. Be- 
cause of his many years in the house, 
younger members from Georgia invari- 
ably went to him for advice and coun- 
sel when they first came to Washing- 
ton. And the venerable Georgian was 
ever ready and willing to show “the 
youngsters their way about.” 

Judge Wright is not seeking re-elec- 
tion, and after he serves through the 
second session of the 72d co 
which automatically ends of the 
Fourth of. March, next, -he will re- 
turn to private life after some 14 
years of serving his state and his 
country, honorably and well.

To Increase Foreign Trade 


Commerce With U. S. 
Drops. as Russia Pre- 
pares for Renewal of In- 
dustrial Development.

Soviet Russia next January will 
launch a second five-year-plan calling 
for $75,000,000,000 of improvements 
in industry, agriculture and transpor- 
tation, according .to the soviet infor- 

mation bureau. 

The projected outlay under the new 
plan, on which Russia will embark 
despite economic depression, is nearly 
treble that of the first five-year-plan, 
now virtually complete in four years. 

The collossal new project is expect- 
ed to require large purchases of ma- 
terials and machinery from other 
countries. Disclosure of its details 
comes at a time when Russia is sharp- 
ly curtailing her purchases from the 
United States and peons large orders 
with Germany and Great Britain as 
a result of new commercial agreements 
with those countries. | 

Authoritative sources, however, say 
Russian trade representatives and 
Americans trading with Russia believe 
the soviet may resume large scale 
buying from the United States if credit 
and reciprocal trade arrangements are 
developed. 

Conclusion of such a trade agree- 
ment with Russia as a means of in- 
creasing this country’s foreign trade 
was urged by Henry T. Rainey, demo- 
cratic leader of the -house, in an 
article written for the United Press 
last week. ;

TOBACCO GROWERS 


| WASHINGTON, July 25.—Tobacco 
‘downy mildew, known in many regions 
‘as “blue mould.” which appeared in 
‘seed beds in Georgia, Florida, North 
_and South Carolina, Louisiana, Vir- 
ginia and Maryland last year after dis- 
appearing 10 years ago, advanced fur- 


ther northward this year and has prov- 
ed more destructive than a year ago, 
according to an announcement today 
by the department of agriculture. 

The mildew was particularly serious 
in Georgia, the department said. 

It was found this year as far north 
as Laneaster county, Pennsylvania, 
and again in Maryland, Virginia, 
Georgia, “lorida and North and South 
Carolina. The effect of the disease 
on this year's crop is uncertain, al- 
though in all the states mentioned ex- 
cept Pennsylvania, the shortage of 
plants as a result of. the disease mate- 
rially retarded planting and in many 
cases was respousible for poor stands 
and reduced acreage., 

Downy mildew, which is caused by 
the fungus peronospora hyoscyami, is 
chiefly a seed bed disease and very lit- 
tle of it is found in the field. The dis- 
ease has long been known in Austra- 
lia. It does not thrive in hot weather. 
It is very difficult te contro] and the 
department has found no effective way 
of combating it. 

It is experimenting with sprays and 
scientists hope to.develop a spray or 
other method which will eontrol the 
disease. In Australia, the tobacco 
growers attempt to meet the situation 
by planting seed at different 
times and choosing plants from the 
healthiest seed beds. 

Tobacco dis@ase specialists of the 
department hope the disease may re- 

t its former history and disappear. 
‘It threatened the seed beds in Geor- 
gia and Florida in 1921, but. disap- 
peared after that, and was not fonnd

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Treasury Will Issue New 
Money If: Necessary 
Bonds Deposited. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—P)— 
More than $6,000,000 in new .cur- 


rency. will be issued by the treasury 
shortly if inquiries by a score of na- 
tional banks as to the workings of 
the new money expansion law are fol- 
lowed up with deposits of the neces- 
sary security bonds. .. .. 

Banks in all parts of the country 
were said at the treasury today to be 
showing a lively interest in the re- 
cently enacted Glass-Borah amend- 
ment to the home* loan bank law 
which permits national financial in- 
stitutions to issue currency on secur- 
ity of government bonds bearing not 
more’than 3 8-8 per cent interest. 

These banks could issue new cur- 
rency to the extent of their individ- 
ual capital stock and if taken advan- 
tage of the limit the law would put 
$995,000,000 of new money into cir- 
culation. 

Seek Information. 

The inquiries received by the comp- 
troller of the currency today asked 
how soon the new provision could be 
put into effeet. Some officials term- 
ed the inquiries applications for per- 
mission to issue currency while others 
held they were only informal requests 
and said the bonds to guarantee the 
currency had not yet been deposited. 

The offices of the comptroller and 
treasurer said several minor points of 
law remained to be threshed out be- 
fore the new currency could be is- 
sued. They added, however, that 
their forces would be ready to turn 
out the new money in less than a 
week’s time. 

The Riggs National bank of Wash- 
ington was said to have indicated a 
desire to issue $3,000,000 in new cur- 
rency while the Denver National bank 
indicated it wished to issue $1,500,- 


Other requests for information came 
from the Halstead Exchange Nation- 
al bank, Chicago; the First Nation- 
al bank, Stroud, Okla.; First Na- 
tional bank, El Monte, Cal.; First 
National bank, Fortville, Ind.; Union 
National bank, Wilmington, Del.; 
First National bank, St. Johns, Kan. ; 
Second National bank, Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa.; Citizens National bank, El Re- 
no, Okla., and Planters National 
bank, Fredericksburg, Va. 

Law Described. 

The new law will work in this fash- 
ion: A bank having $100,000 in eligi- 
ble bonds could issue a total of $95,- 
000 in new currency. First the bank 
would have to deposit the bonds with 
the treasurer of the United States, 
but ‘would continue to receive the in- 
terest from the government called for 
by the bonds. 

The banks would have to pay one- 
half per cent a year for the privi- 
lege of issuing the currency and pay 
for the engraving and printing which 
would be done at the bureau of print- 
ing and engraving in Washington. The 
latter expense would be small, 

Of the $100,000 deposited with the 
government the bank would have to 
leave $5,000 of it on deposit with the 
treasurer for the redemption fund, 
thus putting $95,000 new money into

proposal. 

This studied silence by the govern- 
ment and the imminence of necessary 
new war debt negotiations at the 
close of the moratorium year in De- 
cember were coupled by some observ- 
ers as a basis for speculation. 

In other words. the European na- 
tions are expected to make _ repre- 
‘sentations for debt revision when the 
December 15 payments become due, 
pointing out that the Lausanne agree- 
ment virtually*canceling reparations 
leaves them less able to pay than 
when the moratorium was put. into 
effect. 

Borah’s proposition to trade war 
debts for disarmament and repara- 
‘tions cancellation in the interests of 
world reeovery is regarded at the cap- 
ital as the opening overture. 

Apparently the reaction to this bold 
offer of a world economic parley is 
being watched, particularly by those 
in command of the governments who 
would necessarily have to call any 
conference which would be held. 

While congress today is adamant 
against debt cancellation or even re- 
vision, both national parties have de- 
clared for an international confer- 
ence on monetary questions. 

Borah today asserted he regarded 
war debts and reparations essential 
elements of any international parley 


tion. 

He also again emphasized his _ be- 
lief that if aetion is to be taken it 
be done quickly. 

The impending return to: Washing- 
ton of. Ambassador Mellon from his 


capital prognosticators with the spec- 
ulation over a possible economic par- 
ley. Certainly he is expected to bring 
the latest report from Europe on 
what is likely to happen next De- 
cember when the nations are called 
upon again to meet their debt pay 
ments. 

But the national election campaign 
as well as the pending imperial trade 
conference at Ottawa are both expect- 
ed to defer any immediate action for 
an international parley. 

Meanwhile, time will be had for a 
careful survey of publie reaction to 
the international situation—and time 
also for public education. 

Certain it is, if this government 
yields on war debts, it is going to de- 
mand ‘drastic disarmament by the 
world. Senator Borah predicates ev- 
erything on disarmament, He is ex- 
pected to demand as much as a 
per cent slash in world arms. Presi- 
dent Hoover has proposed a 33 1-3 
per cent. cut.

Gomez replaced Johnny Allen on 
the Yankee mound in the ninth in- 
ning after Allen had walked Reiss, 
who batted for Mahaffey.

Then Haas came up and landed on 
one ‘of the Géofy Castilian’s fire balls 
for the home run.

Alberto Santos-Dumont Suc- 
cumbs After Long Period 
of Ill Health.

RIO DE JANEIRO, July 25.—(?) 
Alberto Santos-Dumont, 59, known in 
South America as the “father of avia- 
tion,” and contemporary of the 
Wright Brothers in the early experi- 
ments of the 1890's, is dead. 

The veteran flyer of balloons, dir- 
igibles and airplanes, most of whose 
exploits took place in France up te 
1909, when he quit flying, succumbed 


at Sao Paulo yesterday to an illness} 


contracted in France. He returned 
to Brazil over a year ago to try to 
regain his health. 

Born in the state of Minas Geraes, 
in southern Brazil, he was a son of 
Henri Dumont, an engineer by pro- 
fession, but a coffee planter by voca- 
tion. He showed an early bent for 
mechanics and spent much of his time 
as a boy watching the machinery used 
for handling the coffee his father 
grew. : : 

The monoplane was his principal 
contribution to aeronautics, however. 
He designed it after a period of ex- 
periments with seaplanes which was 
not very successful. 

In 1928, during a huge celebration 
for him in Brazil on his return from 
France, a large plane, named after 
him, crashed into the harbor at Rio 
de Janeiro as it circled the steamer 
on which he was arriving, killing all 
14 occupants, including several 
women. 

- The shock bore heavily on him. He 

went back to Paris a month later, 
but his health began to fail and when 
he returned here in June last year 
he was a sick man. He retired im- 
mediately to Sao Paulo, where he has 
lived since. 


MRS. CYNTHIA B. HANEY. 

STUART, Fla., July 25.—()— 
Mrs. Cynthia B. Haney, one of the 
oldest active newspaperwomen in 
Florida, died here last night. She was 
92 years old. 

Mrs. Haney was born at Niles, Ohio, 
May 1, 1840. Graduated from Farm- 
ington College, she taught several 
years in the south and at the Meth- 
odist College at Salt Lake City. She 
was a state temperance organizer in 
Ohio, Tennessee, Pennsylvania, Cali- 
fornia. and Nevada and was associa- 
ted with Frances Willard as nation- 
al organizer in the early 90's 

Following her marriage to Dr. H. 
J. Haney, she founded a school for 
mountaineers at Blackey, Ky., where 
she was active until she became a 
member of the staff of the South Flor- 
ida Developer and the Stuart Daily 
News, in which she conducted a col- 
umn.

Disagrees With -Predic- 
tion Georgia Farmers 
Will Abandon Leaf 
Acreage. | 


. ATHENS, Ga., July 25.—()—E. 
C, Westbrook, extension agronomist of 
the State College of Agriculture, says 
he sees “no reason” why the tobacco 


industry should not grow in: import-} 


ance. in Georgia, despite’ that “some 
people have said that Georgia farmers 
would. not .grow tobacco after this 
year.” , . 

In an article written for Tobac- 
co, a ‘New York trade journal, he 
says “Georgia farmers are still in the 
tobacco growing business—and unless 
something unforeseen’ happens, Geor- 
gia tobacco is destined to become of 
greater importance to the tobacco 
trade.” 

He said those who predict abandon- 
ment of tobacco as a farm product 
after this year base their statements 
largely on the blue mold menace, 
which this year cut short Georgia’s 
anticipated production. Most state- 
ments of this nature, he said, have 
been made by “alarmists and calamity 
howlers. We can see no reason why 
Georgia farmers should not continue 
in the tobacco business.” 

It strikes him as just -s ridiculous 
to say that farmers will quit growing 
cotton because of the boll weevil as to 
say they will quit growing tobacco 
because of the blue mold. “It should 
be remembered that Australia has had 
blue mold for about 30 years, It has 
not crippled the tobacco industry in 
that country. The farmers have sown 
extra plant beds and in that way have 
continued to grow tobacco under con- 
ditions much less favorable than the 
conditions in Georgia. 

Blue Mold Appeared in 1921. 

“The blue mold appeared in this 
country for the first time in 1921, 
near Quincy, Fla.,” but did little dam- 
age. “A fine crop of cigar wrappers 
was harvested that year and the total 
damage was estimated to have been 
less than 5 per cent. The disease did 
not appear again until 1930, so far as 
records go. That ‘year it did only 
small amount of damage in the flue 
cured section of Georgia and was re- 
ported in the Carolinas. This year 
serious damage was reported in the 
flue cured tobacco states.’’ He said he 
believed the mild winter, followed by 
March freezes, caused the disease to 
appear much earlier when plants were 
young and more subject to injury. 
Large plants usually overcome attack 
by blue mold. 

Mr. Westbrook said that “as near 
as we can estimate, the acreage 
Georgia this year is between 20 and 
25 per cent of last year’s acreage.” 
The U. S. bureau of crop estimate put 
the aeerage last year at 84.000 acres 
and the ‘production at 59,640,000 
pounds. In 1930 the acreage was 114.+ 
) and productiagn 104,500,000 
pounds. The bureau’s estimate for this 
year is 16,500,000 pounds. * \ 

“The production this year has been 
estimated by various people at from 
15,000,000 to 25,000,000 pounds. The 
production may run close to 20,000, 
000 pounds. However, estimates at this 
time can be no more than wild guesses. 
The acreage is scattered over a wide 
territory and there is a large amount 
of late tobacco. It is very likely that 
a great deal of late tobaceo will never 
reach the markets.”
